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Reasons for allowance 

1 . Claims 49-58 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The cited prior art taken alone or in combination fails to teach the claims 

invention of an heuristic method of classification to classify biological samples 
using a genetic algorithm to process chromosome strings into clusters wherein 
the adequacy of clustering is evaluated using a variance metric (objective 
methodology) such that if such variance is greater than a predetermined level, 
the process returns to iterate the genetic algorithm using a new selection of 
chromosome strings. 

The closest prior art, (Hu, WO 01/20043) teaches a method of cluster 
analysis or a principal component analysis of gene expression profiles 
representing the state of a biological sample under various drug treatment. Hu 
does not teach clustering using a genetic algorithm wherein the objective function 
of such genetic algorithm is configured using a variance metric related to 
predetermined levels.
